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DETAILED ACTION 



Claims 1-21 and 25-27 are pending for examination, claims 1-4, 10-11, 18-21 
have been amended, and claims 25-27 are newly added. 



Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-17 drawn to computer to computer data transfer speed 
regulating, classified in class 709, subclass 233. 

II. Claims 18-21 and 25-27, drawn to client / server data access controlling, 
classified in class 709, subclass 203. 

The inventions I and II are related as sub-combinations disclosed as usable 
together in a single combination. The sub-combinations are distinct from each other if 
they are shown to be separately usable. 

In the instant case, invention I (computer to computer data transfer speed 
regulating) has separate utility such as determining network data transferring rate 
between multiple computers. Invention II (client / server data access controlling) has 
separate utility such as accessing a disk storage connectable to a WEB server via the 
Internet by clients. 



Election/Restriction 
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Because these inventions are distinct and search groups I and II are not required 
to be simultaneous, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Examiner has conducted a telephone interview with the Applicant's attorney - 
Rodney Johnson on May 3, 2004. During the telephone conversation, the attorney is 
requested to make an oral election among the Group I, or II with/without traversal. In 
response to the request, the attorney indicates that he might need to get a restriction 
statement before giving the final election, as such, the office action is listed as above.
